1 . This action is responsive to communications: Amendment A filed 09/1 8/2003 to 
the original application filed 01/25/1999. 

2. Claims 1-3, 7-12, 16-46, 48-61 and 63-86 are currently pending in this 
application. Claims 4-6, 13-15, 47, 50, 62 and 65 have been canceled; claims 76-86 have 
been added. Claims 1, 10, 46, 49, 61 and 64 are independent claims. 



3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, 7-9, 22-46, 48, 53-61, 63 and 68-84 drawn to annotation 
control, classified in class 715, subclass 512. 

II. Claims 10-12,16-21,49,51-52, 64 and 66-67 drawn to structured 
document, classified in class 715, subclass 513. 

4. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as 
annotation control and invention II has separate utility such as structured document. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
